It is 
the belief of the young critics that this 
failure can be traced to the fact that all 
the important posts are shared equally 
between the heroes: of the 1905 revolution 
and the brighter personalities of 1917 who 
are too lazy for the heavy industries. The 
critics. are apparently ‘convinced ‘that, | if 
they were placed in command, all would 
be well, and that order could be brought 
out of the present chaos, The pressure 
from below is more urgent and more 
drastic than that from the Kremlin itself. 
The quality of the films actually produced, 
say the critics, is not a reasonable ex- 
planation for the slow rate of production;

Films Produced

PUBLICITY AND JUSTICE 


_ “Let the public as well as the newspaper 
interests be on their guard against the dis- 
couragement of publicity in judicial proceed- 
ings. Publicity is an essentially important 
element in the rigid administration of jus. 
tice, Within the limits of decency and order 
the rights of aeers to report the. pro- 
ceedings, of His Majesty’s Courts off Law 
should be beyond challenge in this enlightened 
century, ; 
“Important as are the private interests 
and feelings of parties in civil and criminal 
proceedings—and these ought to be suff- 
ciently safeguarded in a well-conducted Press 
by fair and responsible reporting—there are 
also other interests of a public "character. 
Judges and magistrates are not infallible, 
and the function of the Press in throwing the 
light of knowledge upon the manner of their 
discharge of public duties is an aspect of 
this question which ought not to be over- 
looked.”’ 
The years 1936 and 1937 would for all time 
be outstanding in the history of the British 
Empire. When t events occurred great 
opportunities and responsibilities devolved 
npon the Press. Who wonld'deny that in 
the specific contingencies which assailéd it in 
those two years the Press of the Empre rose 
to the height of its greatness?

Why should so much great 
effort in the instruction, education, entertain- 
ment and leadership of the people—for those 
things aré the privilegeand™ faithfully dis- 
charged functtons of our newspapers—require 
to be weighed in the halanee against a few 
wretched stories for which the reporter has

The years between 1924 and 1930 were 
the period of the League's greatest 
prestige and authority. Before 1924 the 
nation-members had been represented al 
Geneva by delegates who, however dis- 
tinguished in'themselves, had not been the 
Ministers responsible for the foreign 
policies of their respective countries.

There are indications, says a Shanghai dispatch, that ‘‘ the 
Chinese forces may find it expedient to form a new lime in accord- 


e with pre-arranged plans.’’ 


This is believed to be the ‘‘ Hindenburg line,” of 
which the Chinese already had spoken. 


The Japanese officially report that the Chinese have withdrawn 
from their strongholds in Kiangwan and Yangtsepoo to a line 
running from Naziang, tw@ miles west of Shanghai, due north to 


Liuho, on the Yangtze. , 


The road from Shanghai to Woosung is thus presumably re- 
opened for the first time since the Japanese invasion, and the con- 
necting up of the Japanese landing forces made possible.

WHAT THE LEAGUE 
CAN DO

The Times, in a leading article to-day, 
says:—The meetings of the Council and 
of the Assembly take place this year in 
circumstances’ which reveal a still widen- 
ing divergency between the responsibilities 
originally confided to the League and its 
power to carry them “out. ere is a 
year-old conflict, in Spain, embittered and 
maintained by a rivalry of extreme social 
and ‘political, doctrines which keeps all 
Europe in a state of vigilance or anxiety; 
and ba confronted the maritime Powers 
concerféd in the Meditéffanean with novel 
and unwelcome duties, There is an un- 
detlared war in the Far East which 
threatens to exceed any of its predecessors 
in that. area in scope and consequence. 
The League has been anable to prevent 
the outbreak of either of these wars. It 
has small hope ‘of being able to induce 
their termination. In the last war which 
it sought to prevent and check it was 
itself frustrated. 

The task of to-day is to know what the 
League actually is, adds The Times, and 
to work for what it might do by concen- 
trating on what it can. Its purposes 
are universal, and ‘the first need of 
the League is a membership capable’ of 


| securing a sufficiently general application 
to any agreement which it may ‘each. : 


The lack of a representative member- 
ship . must guide its collective 
activities both positively and negatively. 
The value of the personal contacts which 
Geneva furnishes. between .Ministers of 
the different. countries is.as high as it has 
ever been, and it is significant that the 
British delegation to the Assemblv should 
include three Cabinet Ministers. The only 
misfortune is again. that more countries 
should not .be present. Where, as in the 
case of Palestine, the disposal of a 
political question is fully within the com- 
petence of the League, useful results may 
be looked for. Nor is the value of the 
Covenant as a test of international 
conduct and as a body of principles likely 
in a. crisis to unite the preponderant 
conviction of the civilised world by any 
means to be underrated. But it remains 
true that the League is heavily handi- 
capped for. the present in the contribu- 
tion it can make to the settlement of con- 
flicts, actual oL potential, by direct inter- 
vention, -1t does not follow that the 
League is impotent to influence the world 
and its own future by less direc; and less 
Indeed, it is in its 
present plight largely because from the 
beginning the preservation, rather than 
the creation, of orler and peace has had 
a pre-eminent place in its councils.

Lightning Storm 
Brings Black-out

Church and Houses 
i Struck

A thunderstorm which crossed the Mid- 
lands of England yesterday caused -con- 
siderable damage, and turned day into 
night. : The Welstan church in the 
centre of Marlow, Bucks., was struck by 
lightning. Several beams were splintered 
and tiles displaced, but nobody was in- 
jured. A terrific downpour flooded a 
number of streets and basements. 

Some streets were flooded to a depth of 
three or four feet in Birmingham. In the 
Aston district people who could not get 
along the water-covered roads. climbed 
railway. embankments. An entire depart- 
ment was under water in one factory. - 

A thunderstorm broke over London last 
night accompanied by vivid lightning 
and heavy rain. Five houses in the 
Mitcham district were struck by lightning. 
Extensive damage was caused to the roof 
and the upper rooms of a house in 
Rodney road, and the occupier, Mrs. 
Mary Steer was injured. She was de- 
tained in hospital with cuts on the head 
and arms and severe shock. The roofs of 
four adjoining houses in Woodstock Way 
were also damaged, but no one was in- 
jured, : i 

Two houses in Buckhurst road, Car- 
shalton, Surrey, were damaged by lightn- 
ing. The houses which adjoin are 
occupied by Mr. E. Hibbert and Mr. D. 
Chapman. Mrs. Chapman and her baby 
son were sitting with Mrs. Hibbert and 
her child during the storm, and with them 
was the young son of a neighbour, 
Although the fireplace was blown out, the 
ceiling damaged, and a pile of blazing soot 
fell at their feet, none of them was 
injured. 3 
The chimney stack of Mr. Hibbert’s 
house was struck, and brickwork from the 
roof to the sittingroom was removed, un- 
covering the flue. The bedroom ceilings 
were damaged, the floorboards splintered 
and the ceilings below split. Mr. C. W. 
Rout, a ‘member .of the London Fire 
Brigade attached to Brixton Station, who 
was leaving his home nearby when the 
houses were struck, dashed in and 
shovelled the burning soot into the garden. 
Tiles were stripped from the roofs for 
some thirty feet,

SENOR NEGRIN’S SPEECH 


To-day’s proceedings in the Assembly were 

purely formal. British, French, Russian, 
Polish, Irish and Turkish principal dele- 
gates were elected Vice-Presidents, and 
will form the steering committee of the 
Assembly, together with the Presidents of 
the five Assembly committees and two 
other Presidents of committee. 

The Assembly was opened hy the Acting 
President, Signor Negrin, of Spain, who 
did not, as was expected, raise the 
Spanish question, but devoted himself to 
a general review of the work of the 
League. 

The sting of his-speech was in. the tail. 
He said: “ May our deliberations and 
resolutions manifest our fervent desire to 
cause the principles of the Covenant— 
namely, good faith and respect of one’s 
obligations to prevail in all international] 
relations...” 


FRANCO’S PROTEST 


There was unusual interest in the meet- 
ing of the Credentials Committee this 
morning, as’ it was expected that the 
Abyssinian question might be raised, and 
the fact that the British and French legal! 
advisers were assigned to the Committee 
at the last moment also aroused some com. 
ment. 

The deliberations of the Committee were 
unduly prolonged, and there was a hush of 
suspense when their report was read, but 
it transpired that the question of Abys- 
sinia had not even been touched mpon. 
The only extraneous matter was a protest 
from General ‘Franco against the presence 
of the Valencia Government representa- 
tive. This was not taken into considera- 
tion.

CHINA’S APPEAL

“Hire-purchase ” (says the Comm- 
sion’s report) has been described as a form 
of bailment of-goods on credit. A formal 
agreement is usually signed containing, 
inter alia, a condition that the payments 
for hire shall be by weekly, monthly or 
other instalments, The agreement is 
virtually one to purchase; but, in order 
that the vendor may be able to recover 
the goods at any time on non-payment of 
an instalment, it is in the fiorm.of an 
agreement to let or hire, with a provision 
that when the last instalment has been 
paid the hirer has the option of purchas- 
ing the goods for a very nominal sum. 

It is, in fact, held that a hire-purchase 
sale does not take efféct until the latter 
sum has been paid. A further clause pro- 
vides that in case of default of any instal- 
ment, or breach of any part of the agree- 
ment, all previous payment shall be 
forfeited to the lender, who can recover 
possession of the goods. 

Interest is charged on all hire-purchase 


sale figu-e. This system of trading has 
enjoyed a phenomenal growth in recent 
years, particularly in relation to such 
commodities as furniture, which normally 
do not call for frequent renewal, and are, 
therefore, regarded as justifying a partial 
mortgage of future income, 


THE MAIN ATTRACTION 

The main attraction of hire-purchase is 
the protracted period allowed for pay- 
ment. There is also the assurance, which, 
we understand, is generally given to 
potential customers, that no “' references ”’ 
are required from them, and that no 
inquiry is made as to their ability to pay. 

On the basis of such attractive condi- 
tions it will be readily seen that the 
would-be purchaser sees no difficulty in 
signing a formal agreement. The applica- 
tion of the system to furniture trading in 
Dublin represents, in fact, a major ele- 
ment of the general trade in this com- 
modity. 

We heard evidence from eight firms in 
Dublin County Borough who are engaged 
in the sale of furniture on the hire-pur- 
chase system. All these firms finance 
their own transactions, but we understand 
that other firms conduct their business 
through an arrangement with an indepen- 
dent financial corporation or association. 


IN CASE OF DEFAULT 

The average period of hire.in the case 
of furniture is three years. Instalments 
are paid either weekly or monthly—the 
first instalment, which is generally re- 
garded as the initial deposit, being often 
much larger than any subsequent pay- 
ment, 

Some agreements contain a provision 
that, in the case of death of the hirer, the 
furniture becomes the property of the 
next-of-kin. With some firms this is con- 
ditional on all instalments having been 
paid, the purpose of the clause being to 
make provision for any case in which the 
hirer dies between the date of payment 
of the final instalment and the date of 
completion of the formalities giving him 
formal ownership of the goods hired. 

In other agreements we found a clause 
providing for a guarantor, but it was 
stated in evidence that, in case of default, 
the latter is rarely, if ever, called upon 
to make good the deficiency. All agree- 
ments reserve the right of seizure of fur- 
niture in case of default. 


HOW PRICE IS FIXED 

The method of arriving at the hire. 
purchase price varies as between Ins 
dividual firms, but, generally speak- 
ing, an addition of 80 to 100 per cent. 
is made to the cost price of the 
article to arrive at the selling price. 
Cash prices are from 5 to 20 per 
cent. less than the hire-purchase 
prices. 

The majority of firms display only the 
hire-purchase price of their goods, though 
we were informed by one representative 
firm that it shows the cash price, to which 
is added 5 per cent. per annum if a 
customer wishes to purchase the goods 
under the hire-purchase system. 

Regarding c :er firms, we should men- 
tion that only in one instance did we 
ascertain in detail how the hire-purciase 
price was arrived at; and we give the 
results hereunder :—
